JEFFERSON CITY, .Mo., Dec. 4.— 
Missouri grain prices on the farm 
are all higher than a month ago and 
also higher than in November, 1921, 
corn having made the best gain with 
oats 
following, 
according 
to 
the 
Federal-State Crop Reporting 
Ser­ 
vice announcement by E. A. Logan 
and Jewell Mayes. 
The high corn quotations of 80 
and 87 cents per bushel, prevailing 
in the southern counties, are due to 
the very short crop, the lower rates 
of 55 and 60 cents occurring in the 
surplus corn counties, it was stated. 
The "‘ate average 
is 68 cdnts 
per 
bushel for corn against 61 in Octo­ 
ber, compared to 41 in November 
1921. 
Prevailing wheat prices are close 
to $1 a bushel, depending on the qual 
Ity, with a state average of $1.01 a 
bushel compared to 97 cents in Octo­ 
ber and 96 a year ago.
